•••>£ oflcnsivc power, Allied troops in 
""New Guinea have driven the main 
Japanese force in the Wau-Mubo 
area back six miles toward Sala- 
maua, killing 125 of the enemy, it 
was announced officially today.

are now deferred on occupational 
grounds.

090,000 single men in the 18-37 age 
bracket hold such deferments,

vided as follows: 


3-70,000 in Class 2A, which covers 


those in necessary civilian jobs es- 
sential to support of the war effort.

those holding essential jobs in in- 
dustries directly related to the war 
effort. 


150.000 in Class 2-C, necessary 


men in agricultural pursuits. 


Many of Ihese men will land in 


the lighting forces as their 
defer- 


ments — which local boards must 
review within six 
months 
after 


granting them — are eliminated 
as other men or women replace 
(hem in their positions. 


The only ones who won't, in view 


lof the virtual exhaustion of 
the 


supply of other single men, exclud- 
ing those daily reaching the age ol 
18, are likely to be those whn 
get 


a grant or renewal of deferment 
after midyear or those who sim- 


ply can't be replaced. 


Some of the replacements are ex- 


pected to come from the ranks of 
family men now holding jobs which 
are to become nondeferable on de- 
pendency grounds after April 1. 


The House Military Committee 


meanwhile called Seleclive Service 
Director Lev/is B. Hershey as the 
first witness on a bill to give de- 
ferment priorities to men with chil- 
drne, regardless of occupation. 


The measure was sponsored by 


Rep. Kilday (D-Tex) who said it 
was inspired by a congressional dc- 
terminiation to "preserve the fam- 
ily unit as lony as possible." It 
sets up this order for induction: 


Group 1, men without 
depend- 


ents. 


Group 2, unmarried 
men 
with 


secondary 
dependents, 
such 
as 


mothers, fathers, sisters or broth- 
ers. 


Group 3, married men without 


children. 


Group 4, married men with chil- 


dren. 


Under its provisions, no man in 


a higher-numbered group could be 
drafted as long as men in lower- 
numbered groups were avabilable 
within the same state. The effect 
would be to permit local boards ot 
dip into the 
reserves 
of other 


boards within the 
state 
to 
fill 


quotas.

Election May 
Take Finland 
Out of War 


By WADE WERNER 


Washington, Feb. 11 —«P)— What 


may be a turning - point in the Fin- 
ish situation lies just ahead. 


The signpost is the presidential 


election in Finland next Monday, 
when 300 electors assemble in Hel- 
sinki to choose a chief executive. 


The encumbent is President Ris- 


to Ryti. who was elected in 1940 to 
serve out the unexpired term 
of 


President Kyosti Kallio, who died 
soon after the Russo-Finnish win- 
ter war of 1939-40. In Finnish cir- 
cles here it is taken for granted 
that Ryti will be retained. 


However other candidates

been mentioned:

Gustav Mannerheim, Former For- 
eign Minister Vaino Tanner, 
and 


Former Prime Minister J. K. Pa- 
asikivi headed 
the

which signed the 140 peace treaty 
in Moscow. 


Inasmuch as 
the 
election 
is 


something like the balloting for a 
nominee in an American party con- 
vention, any number of names may 
appear in the first count. If 
the 


first and second ballots do not show 
a clear majority for any candidate, 
the two highest fight it out in the 
third and final balloting. 


Theoretically, therefore, anything 


could happen. But the 300 electors 
who cast ballots on Monday 
are 


the same who elected Kallio in 137 
and Ryti in 1940, parliament hav- 
ing suspended the customary popu- 
lar feeling on such vital questions 
as war and peace — specifically 
a separate peace 
with Sov- 


iet Russia. 


Nevertheless officials here

watching developments, particular- 
ly with respect to

changes.

Censorship 
Code to Be 
Changed 


Washington, Fen. II —UP)—Byron 


Price, director of censorship, 
to- 


day announced a revision of the vol- 
untary censorship codes for 
the 


press and for broadcasters which 
he said "simply represents prog- 
ress in administration to ke,ep pace 
with the progress of the war." 


"Newspapers 
and broadcasters 


have been singularly cooperative 
in observing the voluntary code,'' 
Price told a press conference. 


The censorship director said tho 


code revisions, in 
keeping 
with 


changes in the war situation, placed 
greater emphasis on the necessity 
of having an appropriate author- 
ity for news 
involving 
such sub- 


jects as war prisoners, the identity 
of troops overseas and diplomatic 
exchange ships, and lifted some re- 
trictions on war production. 


On war production, the revised 


code: Omits from censorship 
re- 


striction war production contracts 
because other 
government agen- 


cies have suitable controls; 
omits 


from code restrictions the category 
"capable of adaption for war pro- 
duction" from restrictions on sec- 
ret war designs 
and 
formulas; 


omits, except in the case of secret 
designs, weapons 
and 
formulas, 


former restrictions on publishing 
exact types of war products; ]-.-'r 
mils local and national roundup 
stories on war production as long 
as they do not reveal production 
rates of specific products. 


Added 
to the 
code is a 
ban 


against publishing "secrets war 
plans" without appropriate author- 
ity. 


The revised code also emphasized 


to newspapers in a special 
note 


that "whenever anyone else, in any 
part of the country, makes a re 
quest which appears unreasonable 
or out of harmony with the code 
you ire at liberty to appeal at once 
.o the office of censhorship." 


The chief revision in the broad 


casting code was the adoption o 
new principles to guide foregin Ian 
gauge station managers in their e/ 
forts to assist the office of censor 
ship with its responsibliity "of re 
mpving from the air all those en 
gaged in foreign language broad 
casting who. . . endanger the war 
effort of the United States by their 
connection, direct or indirect, with 
the medium."

Damage sustain- 
ed to one's car by collision or ac- 
cident, for instance, is a deduct 
ible loss, unless the damage is due 
to a willful act or negligence on 
the part of the taxpayer.

In the case of trees, or ornamental 
shrubbery, destroyed by n sleet or . 
snow storm, the measure of the *..'• 
loss is the loss in the vnlun of tho 
property of which they were a 
part, that is, the reduction in the 
value of the property arising from 
the casually. This may or may not 
be the same ns tho value of thcr 
particular trees or shrubs destroy- 
ed. 


In determining the 
amount

loss, also, sentimental values nre 
excluded, for the reason thai such 
values arc not susceptible to meas- ,. 
uremcnt. Losses claimed must, in *' 
general, be related to market value 
of the property affected by 
the 


casualty. 
Losses claimed for the 


destruction* damage, or theft of

portraits,

keepsakes, must bo based upon loss £s, 
of intrinsic value apart from the 
sentimental value.

been halted on Guadalcanal, and 
United States planes are attacking 
enemy bases in other parts of the 
South Pacific, the Navy reported 
today. 


Announcement that Japanese re- 


sistance had ended except for iso- 
lated patrol skirmishes, 
followed 


announcement by Major General 
Alexander M. Patch yesterday that 
his troops had 
gained complete 


control of Guadalcanal on Tuesday. 


The Navy communique, number 


277, which also told of new bomb 
ing raids on Japanese positions at 
Kiska, follows: 


"North Pacific: 
"1. On February lOlh: 
"(A) During- the morning, United 


States heavy and medium bombers, 
with fighter escort, bombed Japa- 
nese positions at Kiska. Many hits 
on enemy installations

once the problems of U-boat war- 
fare were met." 


Churchill said that at the Casa- 


blanca conference he renewed Brit- 
ain's promise "to continue the war 
.against Japan to the point of un- 
conditional surrender should 
the 


war in Europe finish before." 


He said he had even offered to 


embody this in a "special treaty" 
but "the president slaled, however, 
the word of Britain 
was 
quite 


on the largest scale," 
Churchill 


said. 


Referring to his conference 
at 


Adana with President Ismet Inonu 
of Turkey, Churchill said "it is no 
part of our policy to get Turkey 
into trouble." That, he said, "would 
be a disaster to Britain and to all 
the United Nations." 


Churchill said, "I made no 
re- 
quest to Turkey except to get her 
rearmement well organized." 


He added that "there is a joint 


military commission sitting in An- 
kara to press forward with 
the 


improvement of communications 
and, by reception of new weapons, 
to bring Turkey's army up to the 
highest ptich of efficiency." 


Referring to his visit to Tripoli* 


the prime minister recalled the di- 
rectives which he gave Gen, 
Sir 


Harold Alexander last August and 
said, he now had received the fol- 
lowing reply: 
" 'Sir, the orders you gave me 


on Aug. 15, 1942, have been ful- 
filled. The enemy, together with 
their impediments, have been com- 
pletely eliminated from Egypt, Cir- 
enaica, Libya and Tripolitania. I 
now await your further 
instruc- 


tions.1 " 


"Obviously," Churchill comment- 


ed amid the laughter of the House, 
"we shall have to think of some- 
thing else. 


"And indeed this is one of 
the 


more detailed matters 
we 
dis- 


cussed at Casablanca." 


He. said that in landing in French 


North Africa the Americans 
and 


British lost less shipping than act-

two airplanes to one to wear down 
the German air force and draw it 
away from the Russian front

Presdien 


loosevelt delivered his message to 
Congress, he inadvertently left out 
he achievement of the Maritime 
Commission in surpassing his 1942 
shipbuilding goals. 


The next day he explained that 


he figures were dropped accident- 
ally from his speech. That belated 
announcement was anti - climax. 
tt is only now that the actual ac- 
complishments of 
the 
Maritime 


Commission in 1942 are really com- 
ing to light. 
•. 


This is all the more important 


because Admiral Emory S. Land, 
chairman, and 
his 
commission 


have been under fire repeatedly. 
Charges ranging from 
incompe- 


tency through unfair treatment of 
labor to political log - rolling have 
been laid at the commission's door. 


There is no intention of discuss- 


ing those charges here. I only want 
to reiterate what 
the 
president 


took the trouble lo emphasize — 
that the Maritime Commission, in 
1942, 
did a whale of a job. The goal 


laid, down for them was 
8,000,000 


deadweight tons of shipping. When 
the President announced (in 1941) 
this among the production goals 
for tanks, 
planes, 
etc., there 


wasn't a figure in the 
lot 
that 


seemed more fantastic. 


Back in 1937, the commission's 


program was an average 
of 
50 


ships a year. In 1942, the produc- 
tion was 746 ships with an aggre- 
gate deadweight tonnage of 8,090,- 
800 tons. 


"What on earth has a battleship got to do 


with my cooking?" 


There is more to this, loo, than 


meets the eye. In the course of Ihe 
year, according to Admiral H. L. 
Vickery, one of the commissioners, 
Vlarilime turned over to the Navy 
he complete facilities of the Sat- 
tle-Tacoma Shipbuilding Co., with 
nulls on the ways, which were near 
enough to completion to 
account 


for 68,044 more tons of shipping. 


In addition, there were scores of 


time-consuming 
conversions 
of 


merchant ships to naval auziliaries 
and in recent months 24 "highly 
productive ways" were diverted to 
construction of naval vessels. 


In other words, say the Admiral, 


if the Maritime Commission 
had 


gone through with 
its 
program 


without the necessity of transfer- 
ring part of its achievements 
to 


the Navy (this was merely an ob- 
servation, not a complaint) it would 
undoubtedly have reached 10,000, 
000 deadweight tons of shipping this 
year — probably the equivalent of 
15 t-o 20 years of-peacetime con 
struction. 


Almost half the total construction 


took place on the west coast, a far 
different situation than existed 
in
